States, renders further State legislation necessary to guard the inter- 
ests of the treasury and people; and whereas the city of Jacksoa, 
since the last adjournment of the Legislature, has been in posses- 
sion of, and become dangerous from, our enemy— 

I, Caarztes Giarx, Governor of the State of Mississippi, do hereby 
proclaim and order that the Legislature of the State shall convene 
at Macon, ta the county of Noxubee, on Wednesday, the 24th day 
of March, A. D. 1864, in such building as shall be provided for that 
purpose. ;

i + CONFEDERATE NOTES AND BONDS. 

There is now in the-Treasury: about eight hundred thousand dol- 

arsin Confederate Treasury'notes, This aum, by thefirst day of 
‘April next, will be largely increased by payments from tax collect- 
-ors. By the provisions of the act of Congress entitled “An act to. 
‘reduce the ourréncy, and to authorise: a new issue of notes and 
“honds.” this monéy. may, before the. tst of- January, 1865, be invest- 
ed iù 6 per. cent, bonds, payable twenty years-after date, the.inter- 
«est payable semiannually. s Í 
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it will be observed that these bonds cannot.be atipar with the G 
per cent. coupön boirds, aS there is no provision made for the pay- 
ment of the interest, g# in the case of the coupon bonds, the cou- 
pons of which are regeivable in payment of duties on par with coin 
and sterling exchange No provision is made to receive them in 
payment of publio’dues, or'even to render them assignable. They 
are not receivable as are the 4 per cent. bonds in. paymient of taxes. 
Although theymay not be taxable while the property’ of the State, 
they are net exempt by the bill from taxation in case they should be 
made assignable, At present, therefore, no use can’ be made of 
them except as a fund for the payment of the Siate twenty year 
bonds that may be hereafter issued. -If, by regulations of the Con= 
federate Treasury department, or by future ‘act of Congress, these 
bonds are made assignable, they may be sold inthe market on such 
terias as you may prescribe for the new issue of treasury notes, or 
for the notes of the State. I recommend that you authorize the in- 
veslment to be made in 6 percents, and that the bonds may be ex- 
changed for the bonds or notes of the State, under such regulations . 
as you may prescribe, , 

The Currency Act is so ill digested that it will doubtless be revised 
and amended by the next Congress. The Confederate notes that 
may be received inte the State Treasury after the first of April, 
will only be available in payments at the discount of 333 per cent., 
and the $100 notes at a further discount of 10 per cent. per month 
from the frstof April. The $100 notes should be no longer receiv- 
able, those of a less denomination only at a discount of 334 per ct. 
The reporis of the Auditor and Treasurer show the condition ofthe 
Treasury and the wants of the Government to be such that the 
State should not ‘sustain the less of the discount on the notes. The 

. tax-payers of the State who have had notice of the provisions of the 
Currency Bill, will doubtless make provision for payment for the 
Confederate and State tax by fundmg the Confederate notes and 
procuriug State paper. The difference between those Confederate 
rotes and 4 per cent. bonds after the first of April will not be equal 
to the discount on the notes, as brokers-can, by sending the notes 
west of the Mississippi, have them funded until the first of July, 
and no regulation of the Treasury by oath or otherwise ean prevent 
unscrupulous persons from doing this. Tf you authorize the receipt 
of the 4 per cent. bonds in payment of taxes, it will also be necessa- 
ry to give power to the Freasurer to dispose of them, as they are“ 
not receivable in payment of public dues after the first of January 
next. Ido not recommend the receipt of the 4per cent. bonds for 
taxes, as it will sfford but little relief to the people of the State; the 
majority cf whom, owing to the derangement of the mails, and 
their distance fromthe depositories, will not have‘received inform- 
ation in time to enable them to fund their notes, and they will be 
thrown into the power of unscrupulous brokers. ‘I also fear that 
these bonds will, by December next, be of no greater value than the 
notes, for it will be observed that the notes of a less denomination 
than $100 are, until January next, exchangeable at 334 per cent. 
discount for the new issue,-and no such provision is made for the 
bonds. The bonds are also taxable to the full amount of their În- 
terest. The bonds are practically twenty year bords without inter- 
est, and it requires no great financial atumeh to determine their to- 
tal worthlesstiess in the market after January next. 
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IE therefore resonigénd tnat no Confeterate notes be hereafter 
‘¥eosived in payment of ‘taxes, or other public dues, except the new 
issue to be madè after the first of April, and the old convertible 
notes of less denofmitiation than $100 at their cowyertible value, and 
that the Treasurer be authorized to exchange the latter for the new 
issue; antl ‘unless you retain them as a basis fors ‘future issue of 
‘Treasury notes. that the Treasurer be authorized, with the advice of 
the Governor’ aud Auditor, to sell the 6 per,cent. bonds for the mar- 
ket value for ‘the new “issue andsthe paper of the State, or pay owt 
the same for such yalue’for Auditor's warrants. ar 


' a TAXES, 
& : 

‘The time for the collection of the tax assessed in 1862 having been 
extended, a large part ofthat tax, as well as of that assessed for 
1863 remains:unpaid. A part of such has been paid into the Trea- 
sury and no doubt large sums are in the hand: of the collectors. 
On the 29th of Fébryary, I issued a circular notice to the tax coliec- 
tors, a copy of which is herewith submitted. It was transmitted by 
couriers and such otber means as I could avail myself of. Ibis 
feared, however, that some of the collectors will not have received 
it in time to make their. payments by the time prescribed. I had 
no atithority:to require the payment of the balance in their hands.io 
be made by a certain date, but as the law declares, “that the dis- 
crimination between the notes subject to the tax and those not so 
-, subject, shall bė left-to the good faith of each State, and the certif- 

cate of the Governor thereof shall in each case be conelusive,” I - 
deemed it proper. to issue the notice. As some of the collectors 
miay have received,in payment of taxes, notes of the denomination 
of $100 which may not be paid into the Treasury by the firat of 
April, I recommend that when they are paid in the collector skall 
be required to make affidavit or produce proof, that such notes were 
collected at a time when they were receivable, to-wit, before the 
passage of such act as you may pass forbidding the receipt of sneh 
hotes. And that in all cases of payment into the Treasury after the 
first of April they shall produce proof of orswear to the amount 
collected and held by them ror tue Srare before that date. I may 
thus be enabled to prepare a certificate, which will comply with the 
intention of the ‘law, although its letter seems to require the person- 
al knowledge of the Governor, which can only be had of the fund in 
the Treasury and other departments at the seat of Government. 
Stringent laws should be passed to prevent the collectors and othey 
holders of public money from exchanging the moneys teceived Ly 
them, and requiring thenr to pay into the State Treasury the very 
money received by them for taxes or other dues. 

By the incursions of the enemy, many of our citizens have been 
deprived of property, for which they have been assessed : the tax

T would most heartily concur with you in urging upon Congress a 
reduction of at least fifty per cent. of the tax of five per cent. assessed 
by the first section of the act entitled, “An act to lay addifional 
taxes. for the common defence and support of the Government” ant 
to change the tax oz solvent credits toa per cent on ihe interest

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‘they bear. I believe'the tax on land and slaves unnecessarily oner- 
ous, “No agricultural capital can bear a tax ofS per cent. in times 
of peace, and no- natios expected, to provide forthe payment of 
its debts in times of- war. It is ill-timed, for in ‘several-of the States 
no part of the tax can be-assessed, in others but a partial collection 
can be made—sacr#fices of property at prices controlled by the lowest 
money capitalists’ will occur with embarrassments of title, and all 
the other evils that result in tax sales. 7 
It is unneesssary, for it will add nothing to the credit of the Gov- 
vernment, Ko prudent creditor desires to see his debtor exhausting 
his capital in making a partial payment, when by time he may pay 
the whole debt. lt may be safely estimated that the taxable prop- 
erty of the Confederacy will be doubled: in thirty ‘years, If the 
whole debt on the first of January, 1863, should tbe fifteen hundred 
miKion dollars, and funded in five. per cent. bonds, redeemable at. 
tHe pleasure of the Government, a rate of taxation which would pay 
the interest tor the first year, would pay. both the principal and interest. 
in less than thirty years. assuming that the increase of taxable values 
will be uniform, and will be doubled in thirty years: This would 
leave the increasing revenues fromsduties on exports and imports 
to be applied to the payment of the principal after providing for the 
«current expenses of the Government.: And there is no need of sink- 
ing fund or other devices to which States whose rateable wealth 
does not increase, are compelled to resort. The credit of Govern- 
‘ments is limited only by their ability to pay, and their good faith 
in the application of adequate means of ultimate payment. Spas- 
modic efforts, ‘by. onerous taxation by which property and industry’ 
are over-burthened’and driven from the country, are destructive of 
their credit. Non payment of the principal at the time when it 15 
due, or even of the interest, will not cause loss of confidence if the 
circumstances are unusual, such as the occupation of part of the 
territory by an enemy, by reason of which the levy and collection 
of taxes cannot be effected, or such political or financial revolutions 
as would make the pifnctual payment of them impossible, without 
so over burthening property and industry, as to destroy the very 
sources of revenue, 5 
In regard to our own finances, I recommend the continued sus- 
‘pension of the specie tax; and that no more taxes bé raised than 
sufficient to pay the interest of the public debt and the current-ex- 
penses of the Government, and. leave to the time of peace the pro- 
vision for the principal. «If the military establishment is reduced 
as hereinafter recommended, I believe that less than two millions 
` of dollars will be sufficient for the payment of the outstanding lja- 
tbilities of the State on account of military expenses, 4nd provide 
jor the support of the State forces and civil government, and meet 
all appropriations during the present year. To meet this J advise a 
further issue of treasury notes fundable in 6 per cent coupon bonds 
at twenty years, redeemable at the pleasure of the State, the interest 
payable annually. The coupons should be receivable in payment of 
-all public dues except the tax for the payment of the convention 
notes. Such amount of the annual tax should be speciallf¥ appro- 
priated as may be necessary to pay the annual interest on the whole 
-debt. The holders of the State treasury notes are by law entitled to 
vfund them in eight per cent bonds, Thesd bonds-will soonsbe pre 
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pared. When issued ‘they will be suli@t-io taxation by the State. 
‘They will be withoùt coupons, and the interest will ‘be payable at 
the Treasury only. I believe that’ per cnt. coupon bonds may be 
issued, which may be made more acceptehje than the eight per 
‘cents, and I fecommend that you authorize the issuance of such 
bonds to an amount sufficient to fund all trédswy notes heretofore 
issued, or'which you may authorize to be issued. _Yhese bonds should 
‘be exempt from taxation. This exemption being part of the cob- 
‘tract cannot be repealed. The coupons should be recejyable in pay- 
‘ment of all public dues, and to insure their prompt payment if pre- 
rented-at the ‘treasury, a portion of the revenue sufficient for that 
purpose should be specially set aside and appropriated. 

In order that the bonds may be uniform and the couppns payable 
on the same day, the bors should be dated on the first of August, 
that being the day of payment for the collectors, and to-enable the 
holders to use the coupons for payment of taxes the coupons should 


. be’receivable three months before their maturity in payment c 


public dues, With such advantages I believe that these bonds 
-would be more desirable securities than thesix per-cent. Conteder- 
ate bonds, but as some holders might prefer the latter, they should 
have the privilege of exchanging the State bonds tor such Confeder- 
ate bonds as the State may receive for her Confederate notes. To 
further encourage the funding of all States notes, I recommend that 
on all depesits of notes for funding; interest shall be allowed to the 
date ofthe bond, that is on the ten per cent notes, at their interests 
of ten.per-cent., and on the other outstanding Treasury notes at 8. 
-per cent, ‘from the day of presentation, the amount of the interest to 
be included with principal in the bond. There is no financial rea- 
son why the credit of Mississippi should be depreciated. She has 
the elements of wealth and greatness of which this war cannot de- 
-priva her. Her fertile soil and genial climate wil] hasten to her 
borders at.the termination of the war an amount of wealth greater 
than her loss, and the manufacturing and other mdustrial interests 
which have been created and the spirit of eeonomy which adversity 
has nurtured, and that selfsustainicg energy which war has pro- 
duced will, in afew years, make her in wealth and ponulation 
greater and. more powerful than she could ever have bees if her 
dormant energies had not been so effectually aroused, And when 


‘prosperity has been restored, she will have it in her power, by a 
. grand display of magnanimity, in providing for the liquidation of 
- claims, which, on constitutional grounds, she has declined to ac- 


knowledge—to place her faith and credit upon a foundation that 
will enabfe her to decrease her burthen, by causing the bonds that 


_may be issued at long dates with gréatly diminisléd interest to be 


at par with the best securities in the world. There is no cause for “ 
despondency. Numbers have suffered- loss of property as numbers 
have died in battle. Many may yet suffer and many yet bleed, but 

ne great body of our wealth and resources will be secure. As‘the 
fi:.1 rooted oak whose. branches have been torn by the storm, puts 
fort her arms new, strong and beautiful to.the winds and the stn, 
Mississippi will again erect -herself in wealth and power, the pride 
-and glory of her people. ‘ : ne

Many of these notes are so defaced that their num- 
hers are illegible. and they cannot be registered, as is required to 
be done before they are to be burned. As a registration ot a part 
only would’ be useless, I recommend that you authorize the com- 
missioner, WhO are now engaged in examining the Auditor's and 
Trescurer’s afiess, to count the notes and byrn them in the pres- 
ence of tue Treasurer. The investigation of the committee should

The regiments of Cols. McGuirk, Lowry -and Ham, and the battal- 
ion of Major Harris, with an aggregate of near two thousand, can 
muster but about .twelve hundred for duty. They cannot be re- 
erhited while in the State’service, but may bo if transferred to the 
Confederate service. I propose to transfer a part of them as a brig- 
ade. I would recommend, as‘an‘act of justice to them, and in con- 
sideration of their past services, you donate to them the State horses 
in their possession... By giving this property to’ these regiments, 
with the pay and commutation due for the use and risk of the 
horses while'in the Confederate service, you wil afford them the 


means of mounting those who are without horses. I recommend s,

HABEAS CORPUS: 


it is not denied that Congress has the power to suspend the priv- 
ileges of the.writ of habeas corpus‘ when in cases of rebellion or in-. 
vasion the public safety may require it.” ’ They have power to sus- 
pend it in all cases. They have limited the suspension to certain- 
specified cases. The objection taken to the effect of the bill pre- 
supposes that the President in his arrests will violate or permit to 
be violated by others that Constitution which he is sworn to * pre- 
serve protect and defend.” If he does he is liable to impeachment | 
by the House and trial by the Senate. Whether the “ public safety 
requires” the suspension of the writ of Aahkeas corpus is a question for 
the Congress. If yon deem it unnecessary you can instruct your 
representatives to vote for its repeal. The offenders mentioned in 
the act deserve no sympathy, but better provisions should be made 
for their speedy and public trial by an‘impartial jury. It would be 
well, perhaps, for the Confederate Congress to look for the cause of 
the necessity of this act, and apply the remedy in the shape of bet- 
ter provision for the enforcement of the law by the civil courte, by 
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requiring the. courts to be sometimes if session and the-officers to- 
remain within their districts and discharge their duties; And it-
